Past-President Young has been appointed repre- 
sent the Society the American Engineering Standards 
Committee fill the unexpired term the late Gibbs. 
Past-President Stevenson has also been re-appointed

Messrs. Waring and Shuman have been ap- 
pointed represent the Society the Sectional Committee 
Standardization Shafting which organized under the 
sponsorship the American Society Mechanical En- 
gineers.

A.S.T.M. Standards Society has now 
submitted the American Engineering Standards Committee 
forty-two A.S.T.M. standards for approval; these, one, 
the Standard Specifications and Tests for Portland Cement, 
has been approved American Standard, thirteen have been 
approved Tentative American Standard, and the remain- 
ing twenty-eight are now under consideration for approval 
Tentative American Standard. The latter include eleven 
specifications for steel products, among them blooms, forgings, 
axles, bars for railway springs, springs for railways, and steel 
pipe; four for wrought-iron products, including pipe, bars, 
plates and staybolt and engine-bolt iron; and two for lin- 
seed oil. There are also included eleven standard methods, 
including chemical analysis alloys lead, tin, antimony 
and copper, tests for unit weight and voids aggregate for 
concrete and organic impurities sands for concrete, pene- 
tration bituminous materials, general methods testing 
cotton fabrics, flash point volatile flammable 
liquids, routine analyses paint pigments, and sampling 
and analysis coke. The Society has indicated its pre- 
paredness act sponsor for all these standards. 
addition, the Executive Committe preparing submit 
twenty additional standards formally released for the purpose 
the respective standing committees. 

The Society has been designated joint sponsor with the 
Department Agriculture for Standard Specifications 
for Drain Tile, the A.S.T.M. for this product 
having previously been approved Tentative American 
Standard. Application has furthermore been made for 
sponsorship for Methods Testing Textile Materials, for 
Methods Testing Petroleum Products and Lubricants, 
and for Specifications for Fire Tests Materials and Con- 
struction.

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Federal Specifications Board. 


During the present Federal administration there has heen 
organized the Federal Specifications Board unify the speci- 
fications the various departments and independent 
lishments the Government. The procedure that will 
followed this Board has been outlined follows: 

Decision Executive Committee necessity for 
standard specifications the case particular article class 
articles. 

When specifications are desired the question will referred 
Executive Committee technical committee composed 
experts the particular subject for consideration existing 
specifications (or the inauguration their preparation suitable 
ones not exist), with view recommending the Executive 
Committee the Federal Specifications Board the specifications 
best suited for Government uses.

Submission recommended specifications the various 
departments and independent establishments through their 
representatives the Federal Specifications Board, for comment 
and criticism.

Promulgation. (Method determined each case.) 

the time that recommended specifications are submitted 
the various Government departments for comment and 
criticism they are also being referred informally the Ameri- 
can Engineering Standards Committee, which able, through 
its intimate contact with industrial and technical organiza- 
tions, secure comments and suggestions regarding the 
specifications qualified individuals and organizations. 
this way several specifications for materials, such 
rubber hose, numbered cotton duck and pig lead, have been 
submitted the A.S.T.M. and referred individual members 
for comment. expected that many more specifications 
will referred this way.

Board mark important step the development stand- 
ards that will satisfactory alike Government and all 
interested national organizations. 


Simplified Practice. 

will recalled that the Executive Committee its 
1922 annual report referred the organization the Divi- 
sion Simplified Practice the Department Com- 
merce, for the purpose aiding the industries the country 
the elimination waste, notably through the simplifica- 
tion practice, such the reduction the number and 
variety sizes manufactured products. recent state- 
ment issued the Division points out that simplified prac- 
tice will decrease stocks, production costs, selling expenses, 
misunderstandings and all costs the user, and the 
same time will increase turnover, stability employment, 
promptness delivery, foreign commerce, quality product, 
and profit producer, distributor and user. 

The Division does not attempt determine simpli- 
fications which the industries should adopt, its function being 
bring together all interests and support such actions 
these interests may mutually agree upon. 

The various member bodies the American Engineering 
Standards Committee have been requested propose 
specific subjects for which simplification would advan- 
tage industry. planned address the officers our 
various standing committees requesting them bring this 
matter before their committees and transmit any sug- 
gestions for projects the Executive Committee. Our 
Society has proposed one project, that reducing the number 
standard sizes drain tile, matter which now under 
active consideration Committee C-6 Drain Tile. 

Individual suggestions from the members this matter 
will welcomed the Executive Committee. 
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Tests Determine Practicability Requirements 
Concrete Specifications Joint Committee. 


The Joint Committee Standard Specifications for Con- 
crete and Reinforced Concrete, consisting representatives 
the American Society Civil Engineers, the American 
Railway Engineering Association, American Concrete Insti- 
tute, Portland Cement Association and the American Society 
for Testing Materials, has accepted proposal committee 
contractors representing the Associated General Con- 
tractors America that field and laboratory tests con- 
ducted determine the practicability the 
tions the Joint Committee its Tentative Specifications 
for Concrete and Concrete published the 
Society’s for 1921, especially far they 
relate control the quality concrete produced ‘under 
field conditions. present planned conduct the 
tests conjunction with the construction reinforced 
concrete building the New York City district, with the 
possibility eventually making similar tests buildings 
other cities. The Joint Committee, without expense itself, 
will have advisory supervision the tests under the auspices 
committee contractors; will approve the program 
tests and the personnel those who are supervise and 
make the tests. 

Although final plans have not yet been approved, 
contemplated divide the tests broadly into field tests and 
auxiliary and laboratory tests. The field tests will de- 
signed establish (1) uniformity workability consis- 
tency concrete throughout the work, (2) uniformity the 
strength concrete obtained throughout the work, and (3) 
relation the strength field test pieces the strength 
concrete the structure. The auxiliary and laboratory 
tests are divided into four series: (1) the relation strength 
field-made test pieces theoretical strength mixtures 
used; (2) comparison strength field-made test pieces with 
laboratory test pieces; (3) relative value cores different 
diameters and heights, and (4) comparative tests different 
brands cement used. 

This investigation marks step the study 
concrete and reinforced concrete, and carried out the 
comprehensive scale planned will undoubtedly contribute 
information much value for consideration the further 
development these specifications. 

The investigation will particular interest our So- 
ciety because the methods testing used are those 
developed the A.S.T.M. and incorporated the tentative 
specifications question.

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Standardization the Lumber Industry. 


standardization movement great import has recently 
developed the lumber industry. Beginning with the first 
American Lumber Congress 1919, this movement within 
the industry for simplification and general standardization 
lumber sizes and grades culminated conference 
May, 1922, called under the auspices the Department 
Commerce, which lumber manufacturers, wholesalers, 
retailers and consumers were represented. outcome 
these conferences, lumbermen the United States 
have themselves assumed the responsibility establishing 
and maintaining the lumber trade upon high plane effi- 
ciency and ethical practice. accomplish this the lumber 
industry has established the Central Committee Lumber 
Standards, representing the entire organized lumber trade 
from producer consumer and created general confer- 
ence lumber manufacturers, distributors and consumers 
July, 1922, following similar conference Washington 
May, 1922, and series lumber standardization confer- 
ences—national, state and local, held during the last three 
years. 

The Central Committee Lumber Standards referred 
present composed seven members, three representing 
lumber manufacturers, one representing lumber wholesalers, 
one lumber retailers, one the Association Railway Execu- 
tives, and one the architects. The declared function this 
committee “to act steering organization draft and
